my, to the great prejudice of the service. .
For a general view of the condition of

the Military Acadewy, and of other
branches of the miiiiary service not al-
ready noticed, as well as for fuller illus-
trations of those which hare been wen-
tioned, 1 refer you to the accompanying
documents; and among the various pro-
posals contained therein for legislative
action, 1 would particularly notice the
suggestion of the Sccretary of War for
the revision of the pay of the zrmy, as
entitled to vour fsvorable regard.

The national policy, founded a like in
Interest and in humanity, so long and s
steadily pursued by this Government, for
she removal of the Indian tribes original-
1y sestled on this side of the Mississippi, W
the west of that river, may be said to have
been consummated by the conclpsion of
the late treaty with the Cherokees: The
wmeasures taken in the execution of that
freaty, and in rclation to our Indian
affairs generally, will fully appear by re-
ferting to the accompanyilg papers.—
Without dwelling on the numerous asd
important lopics embraced in them, |
again invile your attcution to the impor-
tance of providing a weil-digested and
comprehensive system for the protection,
supervision, and improvement of the va-
rions tribes now planted in the Indian
country. The suggestions submitted by
the Commissioner of Indian Aflairs, and
enforcd by the Secretary, on this subject,
and also ia regard to the cstablishment of
additiona! military posts in the Indian
country, are entitled to your profound
consideration. Both measures are nece-
ssary for the double purpose of protecting
the Indians from intestine war, and in
other respects complying with our en-
gagements to them. and of sccuring our
western frontier against incursions, which
otherwise will assuredly Le made on iL
The best hopes of humausity, ia regard to
the aboriginal race, the welfare of -our
rapidly extending setilemcnts, and the
honor of the Unlted Siates, arc all deeply
involved in the rclations cxisting between
this Govern neatand the emigrating tribes.
I trust thercfore, that the various matters
submiited in the accompanying docu-
ments, in respect Lo those relations, will
rceeive your carly and mature delibers-
tion; and that it may issue in the adoption
of legislutive measures adapicd to the cir-
cumslances, and dutics of the present
Crisis.

- You are referred to the report of the Se-

panies. The present laws, providing for the |
making of contracts, are m'upun the
presumption that competition among bidders |
will secure the service at a fair price. Buli
on most of the railroad lines, there ianol
competition in that kind of transportetion, |
and advertising is therefore useless.

contract can now be made with them except
such as shall be pegotiated before the time
of offering, or afterwards, and the power of/
the Postmaster General to pay them high
prices, 1s practically without limitation. It!
would be a relief 1o him, and no doubt m{uld.
conduce 10 the public intcrests, to prescribe,
by law, some equitable basis upon which
such contracts shall rest, and restrict him by
,a fixed rule of allowance. Under a liberal
jact of that sort he would undoubtedly be
|able to secure the services of most of the
| railroad companies, and the interest of the
{ Department would be thus advanced.

! The ndence between the people
of the United States and the European na-
| tions, and particularly with the Briush is-
 lands, has become very cxtwensive, and re-
quires the interposition of Cougress Lo give
|it sccurity. No obstacle is perceived (o an
nterchange of mails betweeu New York
and Liverpool, or other foreign poris. as
proposed by the Postmaster General ; on the
contrary, it promises, by the security it wil)
afford, 1o facilitate commercial transactions,
and give rise to an enlarged intercourse
among the people of different nations, which
cannot but hare a happy effect. ‘Through
the city of New York most of the corres-
pondence beiween the Canadas and Euiope
ts now carried on, and urgent representa-
{ ions hare been received from the head of
'the Provincial post office, asking the inter-!
position of the United States to goard nt
from the accidents and losses to which it is
now subjected. Some legislation appears to
be cal for, as well by our own interest,
as by comity to the adjoining British Pro-
vinces.

The expediencs of providing a fire-proof
building for the important books and papers
of the Post Office Depaniment, is worthy of
consideration. In the present condition of
cur Treasury, it is ncither neoessary nov
wisc 1o leave essential public ioterests expos-
ed 10 so much dapoger, when they can so
readily be made secure.  There are weighty
consideratious in the location of a new build-
ing for the Department, in favor of placing
it near the other Exccutive buildings.

The important subjects of a survey of the
coast, and the manufacture of a standard of
weights and measares for the differcot cus-
